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Passengers ‘sold short’ in latest rail consultation plans 


TRANSPORT CHIEFS 
BACKTRACK ON CITY 
RAIL SERVICE 


WEST Lancashire’s rail connection to 
Manchester Piccadilly is under threat 
once again, despite recent reprieves 
which appeared to safeguard the future 
running of the service. 

Transport for the North has until Friday, 
(August 6) to choose between two options 
presented to them by the Department for 
Transport following a consultation on ser- 
vices throughout the northern region which 
took place earlier in the year. 

The choice is between a so-called ‘option 
B+’ or sticking with the current covid 
timetable on the Manchester train lines into 
2023 or even 2024. 

The Champion has previously revealed 
that a cross-party group of MPs and com- 
munity leaders had come together to 
safeguard rail services that serve half-a-mil- 
lion people in the North West. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper and 


Southport MP Damien Moore, together with 
Lancashire County Council and rail cam- 
paign group OPSTA, all called for the direct 
train line between Southport and the south 
of Manchester city centre to be protected 
under any review. 
However, despite 
reassurances the Pic- 
cadilly service from 
Southport would be 
kept, the consulta- 
tion called for 
changes that could 
now lead to trains 
no longer calling at 
stations to the south 


of Manchester Rosie Cooper MP 


including Piccadilly, Deansgate and Oxford 
Road, and instead directed to Manchester 
Victoria in the north of the city. 

Ms Cooper said: “Although neither options 
given by the Minister will resolve the signific- 
ant problems the Manchester line has, 
implementing option B+ will seriously limit 
my constituents’ travel choices. 

“The direct train to Manchester Piccadilly is 
essential for my constituents travelling bey- 
ond Manchester and to the airport. Option 
B+ will add an unnecessary and very incon- 
venient extra step to that journey by ending 
all Southport line services at Victoria or 
Oxford Road. 

“The best of these two options is to stick 
with the current Covid timetable. At least 
then we will still have regular trains going 
direct to Manchester Piccadilly, not having to 
get another train or tram from Oxford Road 
to Piccadilly! Continued on page 5

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Merseyrail launches 
phone recycling 
kiosks across network

PHONE recycling kiosks have been placed at 
Ormskirk and Southport train stations to give 
locals the opportunity to get rid of their used 
smartphones in return for a fast payment. 

Merseyrail, who have teamed up with tech com- 
pany ecoATM, say the machines provide a convenient 
and environmentally responsible way for customers 
to dispose of their old phones. 

There are also future plans to roll out more kiosks 
across the network. 

Around 50million tonnes of electronic waste are 
produced around the world every year, with just 2096

of this recycled. 

Phones that are deposited with ecoATM are respons- 
ibly recycled or given new life, leaving passengers 
with peace of mind that they are doing their bit for the 
environment, as ecoATM has helped to divert over 
28million devices from landfill and recycled 6.9 mil- 
lion lbs of e-waste in the last 10 years.

Council accused of being 
discriminatory against 
residents who want to 
pay for services by cash 


...but borough chiefs say authority is ‘happy to accept all methods of payment’

WEST Lancs Borough Council has 
been criticised for being 
‘discriminatory’ after stopping 
cash payments for their services. 

The borough’s MP Rosie Cooper 
says that one of her elderly constitu- 
ents was told by the council that they 
would not accept a cash or cheque 
payment for the collection of her 
garden waste. 

Ms Coopper said that many elderly 
constituents do not use cashless or 
electronic methods to make pay- 
ments. She said: "This is simply 
discrimination against the elderly or 
anyone who does not use modern 
banking techniques. 

^We cannot allow the council or 
any other organisation to turn its 
back on people just because paying 
cash is inconvenient. 

“Т have raised this with the Corpor- 
ate Director of Place and Community

council is 'discriminating against 
the elderly or anyone who does 
not use modern banking 
techniques' 


at West Lancashire Borough Council, 
and not for the first time either! 

"It is discriminatory that an organ- 
isation’s aim of a cashless society 
would result in the neglect of the 


elderly or people who don't have 
access to the modern ways of bank- 
ing. 
“We must look after the vulnerable 
people in our community and mak- 
ing them feel as though they have to 
modernise to keep up with the grow- 
ing ‘cashless society’ is not the way 
forward.” 

However, a spokesperson for West 
Lancs Borough Council said: “We 
can confirm that the customer was 
contacted by our Customer Services 
Team week commencing July 19 and 
arrangements were made to accept a 
cheque for the garden waste pay- 
ment. The arrangement was set up 
immediately. 

“The development of electronic 
payments was undertaken due to 
overwhelming feedback from cus- 
tomers. They told us they wanted 
alternative ways to pay for services 
and we responded by facilitating dir- 
ect debits and card payments. 

“We encourage residents to sign up 
to direct debit for the collection of 


garden waste as it automatically 
renews each year after the payment 
is taken. The response from our cus- 
tomers has been extremely positive 
as they only need to contact us once 
unless they move or wish to cancel 
their subscription and it guarantees 
no interruption in collections - this 
has improved the service enorm- 
ously. 

“We have also been a cashless local 
authority for some time in order to 
make processes more efficient and 
better value for money. 

“However, we understand that a 
small percentage of people will not 
have the means to pay electronically. 
We are happy to assist customers 
with other methods of payment and 
have done so since the electronic 
payment system was introduced in 
2017. 

“We treat all residents as individu- 
als and our Customer Services Team 
are flexible and fully sympathetic to 
customers circumstances when 
arranging ways to make payment.” 
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More funding 
announced to 
protect county’s 
most vulnerable 
from Covid-19 


A FURTHER significant investment has been 
announced to support infection control measures 
and testing in care homes, supported accommoda- 
tion, and home care services in Lancashire to help 
keep vulnerable people safe from Covid-19. 

The government is providing £6.7m to the county 
from its Infection Control and Testing Fund to 
cover costs from July 1 to September 30, 2021. 
Lancashire County Council has written to around 
500 organisations which provide around 750 dif- 
ferent services to ensure they receive their share of 
the funding. 

The grant can fund measures including the costs 
of carrying out testing of staff and visitors in care 
homes to enable family and friends to have close 
contact while visiting. 

“It can also meet costs for training and recruit- 
ment of staff needed to carry out tests, and 
ensuring staff receive their normal wages if they 
need to self-isolate. There are also various meas- 
ures that services need to take to prevent the 
spread of infection and the grant will also contrib- 
ute towards these costs. 

County Councillor Graham Gooch, cabinet mem- 
ber for adult services, said: “Organisations across 
Lancashire have done a fantastic job throughout 
the pandemic ensuring that our most vulnerable 
people receive the care and support they need. 

"It's vital that we do all we can to protect them 
from the virus by having robust infection control 
procedures and testing arrangements. 

"I'm very pleased that we've received a further 
substantial grant from the government to support 
providers with the costs of infection control over 
the coming months. 

"We're already working closely with social care 
services to ensure they can access this funding, as 
well as continuing to ensure they have everything 
they need to minimise the risk to everyone who 
relies on Lancashire's care services."

“If this isn't acceptable and 
the Government is actually 
committed to finding a good 
alternative, they need to con- 
sider amending B- to include 
an extension of the Southport 
line through to Manchester Air- 
port. This will go some way to 
showing that TÍN and the gov- 
ernment do actually consider 
smaller local authorities and 
not just the bigger metropol- 
itan areas." 

Alan Fantom from OPSTA 
told the Champion: “B+ is 
selling us short. The whole 
exercise is reducing the num- 
ber of trains to reduce 
congestion and reduce delays - 
but they are doubling the num- 
ber of Blackpool trains to the 
airport to two an hour! It 
would be much fairer to give 
us one of those airport slots. 

“If we stay how are, we have 
what we want, but other lines 
are running reduced services 
so we believe that Transport 
for the North are being backed 
into a corner. 

“If Option B+ goes ahead, we 
will be be working with Rosie 
Cooper, Damien Moore and 


other MPs to ensure that we 
can convince the Rail Minister 
that curtailing services on our 
line is completely unnecessary. 
“The plan to cut Southport’s 
services to Piccadilly is deja 
vu. The Southport MP presen- 
ted the business case 
previously to reinstate the ser- 
vices and as soon as we got it, 
we are back where we started. 
The work that we put in was 
huge and we believe that we 
are the only line that has had 
to present a full complete busi- 
ness case to keep it and we are 
repeatedly targeted. 


Justification 


“It’s discriminatory against 
Southport and West Lancs res- 
idents and very unfair for 
business people. 

“More than a quarter of 
responses from the consulta- 
tion for the whole of the North 
West came from our line and 
these all appealed to keep the 
Piccadilly service.” 

Eric Woodcock, who was part 
of the successful campaign to 
restore the Piccadilly route in 
2019, added: “I really can't 
help feeling there is a preju- 


dice against our line among 
the rail planners in the North 
West. 

“The idea of cutting the Pic- 
cadilly link only two years 
after we got it restored was 
snuck into their timetable 
recovery proposal without any 
justification.” 

A spokesperson for Transport 
for the North said: “TÊN Mem- 
bers are seeking reasonable 
assurances from the govern- 
ment on infrastructure 
commitments around the rail 
service through Manchester 
before they can agree a service 
change that, whilst having per- 
formance benefits, has 
connectivity downsides for the 
North. 

“They are concerned that if 
they do not have these assur- 
ances, then there is a real risk 
of a repeat of the May 2018 
debacle reoccurring that was 
largely due to previous infra- 
structure commitments not 
being delivered upon. 

“However, they are determ- 
ined to keep talking with the 
Rail Minister even up to the 
last minute before the dead- 
line to find a solution to this 
issue.”

THE first phase of £15million work to 
rejuvenate Aintree University Hospital, 
creating a new main entrance and 
upgrading the Tower Block is complete 
and officially opened. 

Steve Warburton, Chief Executive of Liv- 
erpool University Hospital Foundation 
Trust (LUHFT) was joined by Metro Mayor 
for Liverpool City Region, Steve Rotheram, 
to mark the ribbon cut. 

Access to the entrance has been 
improved and the renovation has given the 
hospital a more modern, efficient, and 
contemporary feel. Patients and staff will 
also benefit from cleaner, simpler, and 
safer drop off facilities. 

This work is part of the Trust's commit- 
ment to improving patient experience and 
investing in the quality of healthcare facil- 
ities available at the Hospital. 

Sculptor, Sam Shendi was commissioned 
to create an installation for the Trust. The 
colourful attraction can be seen from the 
entrance of the hospital and represents a 
metamorphic journey of change. 

The boost to NHS services in Liverpool 
comes as the 125-foot tall Tower Block, 
which holds 480 beds, reached its 50th 
anniversary in 2021.

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One Good Tern Deserves Another 


Common Terns enjoy most successful breeding year 


One of our favourite summer visitors to Martin 


Mere is the common tern, which, due to its tail 
streamers and graceful flight, is also known as 
the sea swallow. This bird breeds across most 
of Europe and Asia, and in parts of North 
America, and spends winters in the tropics and 
the southern hemisphere. It is one of the longest 
travelled birds in the world and, on average, can 
rack up 35,000km each year on its migration. 


Around 12,000 pairs of common terns nest in 
Britain, mainly around our coasts, but some nest 
inland at sites like Martin Mere. The birds nesting 
on our reserve arrive back towards the end of 
April, having spent the winter off the western and 
southern coasts of Africa. 


To avoid mammalian predators, terns like to nest 
on shingle banks or islands. At Martin Mere, this 
habitat is lacking and so we have installed tern 
rafts on the mere, to encourage the birds to breed. 
Last year, we installed a 50m? tern raft, adding to 
two smaller rafts that were already in place. 


In May, the terns started laying eggs, with up 

to three eggs in a nest. Incubation usually lasts 
around 22 days and so we saw our first chicks 
in June. Most chicks are able to fly and leave the 
nest after about a month after hatching but the 
parents will still feed the young for a while after. 


The new tern raft has been a great success and 
this year a total of eight pairs of common terns 
have nested, with five of the pairs using the new 
raft. This is a considerable increase from the site's 
record of three pairs, which nested last year. 


The adults are currently flying around the mere 
and surrounding waterbodies catching fish and 
returning to feed the young, which are now also 
mobile. The birds have even been seen fishing on 
the canal in Rufford. 


It won't be long before they all embark on their 
migration south but there should still be a few 
weeks left in which you can see them on the mere 
or even screaming above the car park when you 
arrive for your visit.

This is one of the many 
nuggets of useful information [ve picked up 
from marshals at motorsport events over the 
years, in this case from one who didn’t agree 
with the spot Га chosen for snapping the rather 
noisy entrants into a race at Oulton Park in 
Cheshire. 

I've donned the media tabard and been track- 
side, beyond the normal safety fences, at 
circuits all over the UK - and at Germany's Nür- 
burgring and Spain's Circuit de Catalunya, for 
that matter — and the outcome is always the 
same if I inadvertently stray into potential 
danger in the line of work. Stern but well- 
intentioned advice from experts who know the 
circuit and the cars inside-out. 

So I was saddened to learn last weekend that 
a volunteer marshal had been killed during the 
course of a race at Brands Hatch after one of 
the competitors lost cost control. By sheer coin- 
cidence, the day it happened I was donning the 
hi-vis tabard at another circuit — Silverstone, 
home of the Grand Prix – and the organisers of 
the event I was covering decided to dedicate 
the final day's racing to all marshals, who they 


Coopers dicing it out

but without them all of that nailbiting on-track 
action and the ducking and diving as a dozen 
cars squeeze towards the racing line on the 
opening right-hander, simply wouldn't hap- 
pen. 

Chances are you'll have seen those signs at 
circuits warning you that motorsport is danger- 
ous, but these are the guys who do everything 
in their power to minimise the risk. 

More often than not, they're committed car 
nuts, just like you and me, and they're giving 
up their weekends voluntarily so that everyone 
else can enjoy their dose of wheel-to-wheel 
excitement safely. 

Marshals are the unsung heroes who keep 
your favourite motorsport — whether it's F1, 
touring cars, GT endurance cars or classic 
machine - quite literally on track. 

To lose one of them is a dark day for petrol- 
heads.
